The Journal is often asked to pub- 


information on the results of lot- 


teries for various local causes, and 
eren to advertiw them, and it .some- 
tinea 18 difficult to explain to the 
promoter* of these enterprises why 
drawings which are lawful cannot be 
described in the newspapers. Indeed 
many newspapers ignore the law on 
this matter and that makes it all the 
harder for those publications trying 
to comply with the federal statute. 


It seems that news concerning the 


awarding of phonographs, jewelry, au- 
tomobiles, and the like is published in 
just as much detail a-nd ns promi- 
nently as other news of the commu- 
nity in many case*, and So-and-So is 
congratulated upon having held the 
**lucky number" that drew the prize 
at So-and-So's store, and so on. 


Newspapers containing such infor- 


mation are immailable, and the pub- 
lishers who disregard the postal laws 
and regulations are likely at any time 
to nave their editions held up, to say 
nothing about many more serious con- 
•equences. 


Section 547 of the Postal Laws and 


Regulations, listing unmailable mat- 
tar, includes "all matter concerning 
any lottery, so-called gift concert, or 
other enterprises of chance, or con- 
cerning schemes devised for the pur- 
pose of obtaining money or property 
under lalae pretenses." 


Here IB a paragraph from page 66, 


U. 8. Official Postal Guide: 


"34. The attention of postmasters 


and Milway postal clerks is directed 
to section 842 of the Poatal laws and

A quan- 
tity was taken and examined by Prof. 
G E. Culver at the Stevens Point 
State Normal. Prof. Culver reported 
that the stuff was mash, ready for 
distillation.

violation of the liquor laws, in the 
eyes of the law his arraignment in 
court will be his first.

Inadequate 
water pressure caused by frozen hy- 
drants hindered the fire fighting work. 
The origin of the blaze is unknown. 
It is believed that it might have start- 
ed from a cigarette butt, carelessly 
thrown down in somo part of the build- 
ing nfter the Friday night show. 


The building was valued at $1.".,000 


and insurance carried amounted to 
only $S.OOO. The contents of the thea- 
tre, valued at several thousand, were 
not insured.

everything it had, including scenery, 
make-up equipment, clothing, trunks, 
manuscripts and other theatrical pro- 
perty, and places its loss as high as 
$28,000 today.
